ANOTHER REPULSE OF THE IMPERIALISTS AT 
SHAOU-HING. 

The rebel victory at Tai-tsan on the 15th February, has 
been succeeded by another victory at Shaou-hing (more pro- 
perly Shaou-hsing), ninety miles from Ningpo, which took place 
on tho 20th February. This is unfortunately the second re- 
pulse which the Imperial disciplined troops have met with 
before Shaou-hsing ; in the first attempt to take the city, 
General Lebrethon, it will bo remembered, was killed by the 
bursting of a gun, and the troops under his command became 
disheartened in consequence. On this occasion General Tardif, 
his successor, was also killed, by the fire of his own men as he 
was leading the assault. Tor a second time, too, the assault 
was impeded by the want of proper means for crossing a 
moat that surrounded the city—the first time being at Tai-tsan. 
It continnes to be noticed that the rcbels seem well supplied 
with European arms of the newest pattern. Captain Dew and 
Lieutenant Tioling, from 1LM.’s ship Encounter, were present 
at the second attack upon Shaou-hsing, in the capacity, it is 
said, of spectators. Lieutenant Tinling received a wound in 
the head, which has proved fatal; he died in Ningpo a day or 
two after receiving it. Not long ago ho had been promoted for 
gallantry at Ningpo. Captain Dew aud he were both absent 
from duty ou the unhappy occasion, and the event will probably 
put an end to British officers travelling beyond a radius of 
thirty miles. 

‘The special correspondent of the North China Herald, who 
accompanied the expedition, writes :—“The whole country 
through which we passed between Ningpo and Shoau-hsing is 
richly cultivated, and, in many parts, very beautiful. On tho 
17th February, we slept in a large Chungmaou town near a 
very celebrated monastery, in which is a large statue of Buddha, 
It was a great 
part, and much against Captain 
Dew’s wish, to take the men into this place, as the consequence 
was that they were all dispersed looting on the following day ; 
aud it was only after much trouble that they could be got to 
move forward against Shaou-hsing. When they did so, at least 
500 boats followed, each soldier having his own private san-pan 
containing, and ready for more loot, Many of the officers were 
almost as bad as the men, drinking and smoking, and taking 
hardly any care to maintain discipline umong their men. On 
the morning of the 18th we arrived before the walls of Shaou-hsing, 
and during the night got our 68-pounder in position, without 
much molestation. On the morning of the 19th fire was opened 





. | from it and also from the French howitzers ; but the practice of 


the latter was bad. That of the mortars was moderate, but the 
68th quickly made one of the finest breaches I have seen. So 
much of the earthwork was knocked down that it could casily 
be walked up, and the necessity for scaling ladders was avoided. 
The fire from the walls during this time was heavy aud well- 
directed; and wounded were being constantly carried to the 
rear. A good hospital had, however, been got ready, with beds 
and plenty of straw, under the superintendence of the Bishop of 
Ningpo, and they were made tolerably comfortable, At noon 
the drum from the European company beat the advance, the 
trumpets took up the order, and all was made ready for the 
assault, It was just at this timc that General Tardif was knocked 
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over, he was carried to the hospital and treated with every 
care by a medical gentleman who accompanied the force, but his 
case was hopeless. The ball had smashed the back of the head, 
and the brain was protruding. Paralysis almost immediately 
supervencd, but he survived ten hours, though the greater part 
ofthe time in a state of delirium. The assault was made almost 
immediately he was wounded, but it is thought his loss 
dispirited the Ohinese, There was also some bungling about 
the boats at the creek, so that only a few got across, and none 
of the Chinese would follow. Colonel Corpier got about half 
way up the breach, but was knocked back by a brick, 

“The Chung-maous kept up a most infernal fire, and over a 
hundred men were wounded ; more than half of the European 
company and half the officers, including two of Ward’s; and finally 
the attempt was obliged to be given up. Notwithstanding the 
number of wounded, the killed were very few—I think not more 
than ten, of whom two were Europeans. It is surprising what 
a number were wounded in the neck; in others the shoulder 
blade was completely smashed, and some were shot through the 
lungs. The bullets used by the rebels were principally of the 
needle pattern. I think the total loss was about 110—viz., ten 
Killed, thirty wounded dangerously, and seventy more or less 
severely. Among the latter is Mr. Tinling, fourth Lieutenant of 
the Encounter, who has had a bullet extracted from his head. 
This is a tolerably full bill for a fow hours’ work, and shows that 
rebel fighting is not quite ro pleasant and easy an amusement 
as, in some quarters, it is considered. 

“ At present we are awaiting the arrival of a French officer to 

succeed ‘lurdif in command of the force ; and, in the meantime 
are making asap and throwing up fortifications under Captain 
Dew’s supcrintendence. Several 32-pounders are also ex- 
pected, and on their arrival the city has to fall. Everything 
is going on well, save that the rebels have got in our rear, 
where they are burning diligently. The officers are rather 
troublesome. I cannot call them French, for they consist of 
almost every nation under the sun—American, English, 
French, Dutch, Portuguose, Italians, aud Negroes. ‘They are 

“ given to drinking, and it is difficult to persuade them that 
work, or even superintendence, is better for their constitutions. 
However, it is ouly a question of more guns, and Shaou-hsing 
must fall. You see I am very confident, notwithstanding that 
we were beaten in our two first attempts.” 





JAPAN, 

The telegraphic news that “ military hostilities” had com- 
menced in Japan is not confirmed by this mail. It is stated, 
however, that the Japanese Government is endeavouring to bring 
its army to a high state of effectiveness, he object of Admiral 
Kuper’s expedition to Japan has not transpired; but it is 
Yumoured that he is commissioned to demand a large fine 
(£125,000, according to the China Mail) for Mr. Richardson's 
murder, Another journal states that if this indemnity is re- 
fused, he will bombard the seaport towns “ until further notice.’ 





CHINA. 
PEKING, 

Prince Kung seems to be as active as ever in reforming the 
general administration of the Empire. The Viceroy who was, 
@ month ago, appointed to succeed Laou at Canton, has been 
called to Peking to receive, it is supposed, instructions of a per- 
sonal kind as to the Imperial policy with regard to foreigners. 


TIEN-TSIN, i 

As reported in our last issue, the ice on the Peiho had broken 
up unusually early this season. It is now said that the ice 
broke up at Taku, on the 2nd of February—the earliest time 
known since the location of foreigners in North-China. The 
latest advices from this port are to the 21st Feb. ; up to which 
date remarkubly fine weather prevailed. Throughout the winter 
season generally it was also mild; and very little sickness 
occurred either at Taku or Tien-tsin. A formidable band of 
marauders bas appeared in the country to the westward of 
Tien-tsin—tho. distance they are off is stated to be from 30 to 
100 miles, the latter supposed to be nearest the mark, At all 
events thcir proximity to the place was considered by the 
British military authorities so threatening that the detachment 
of the 67th regiment, quartered at Taku Forts, had been ordered 
up to Tien-tsin ; and it was reported that Captain Coney of 
that corps, who has been employed in drilling the Chinese, was 
about to march out against the enemy with two battalions of 
the disciplined force, These marauders who are disturbing the 


provines of Pe-che-li are said to be local banditti, and not to 
have any connection with the Taipings. 

The formation of the Chineso Hospital at Tien-tsin, it 
will be remembered, was proposed by some of the medical offi. 
cers to Brigadier-General Staveley, C.B., who appointed a com- 
mittes for the purpose of reporting upon the practicability of 
establishing an hospital and dispensary for the benefit of the: 
sick paupers at Tien-tsin, This was recommended by the com- 
mittee, and the hospital was established in J; anuary, 1861, | 
under the superintendence of Surgeon Lamprey, of the 67th, 
who had kindly voluntcered his services. A subscription list 
was circulated, which was liberally responded to, and the insti- 
tution was in operation for seventeen months, during which 
period the sum of $1,445.25 was expended. The want felt by 
the Chinese population since the departure of the British troops 
from Tient-sin has induced the foreign community at that port 
to endeavour to establish a similar institution ; the progress of" 
which, we hope to learn, will be equally successful. 

SHANGHAI, 

Regulations with regard to Russian commerce on the 
Yang-tse have been published by order of Colonel de Ballusick, 
Minister Resident of Russia, at Peking. The several clauses 
of these regulations are precisely the same as those accedettto. 
by the English and American ministers, with the following 
addendum, relating to the overland trade of Russia :— 

“Remark, By Art XK of the Regulations for the overland 
route, Russian merchants carrying Chinese produce through 
Tien-tsin to Russia, pay at Tien-tsin the Coast-trade Duty (half 
duty) for such produce. Should, therefore, a Russian merchant 
have already paid on such produce the full and half duty at the 
port of shipment, he will, if exporting it to Tien-tsin, receive 
from the Customs at the port of payment a drawback (tsun- 
piao) for the recovery of the half duty. 

On the recent treaty with the King of Burmah, the Worth 
China Herald writes :—“The only step gained appears to be 
the recognition of a Commercial Agent of the British Govern- 
ment at the Court of Mandalay ; while, to obtain this concession, 
we have sacrificed our frontier dues and yet allowed the King 
to retain his. If this be the case, it is not surprising that the 
strong objection His Majesty has hitherto manifested to the 
conclusion of a treaty should have been overcome. The King 
is friendlily disposed towards foreigners; but, even if Colonel 
Phayre succeed in concluding a treaty containing provisions. 
favourable to the extension of British commerce and protection 
of British traders, it is doubtful whether the King will be able 
to give it effect. Although, nominally, ho is absolute, his actual 
executive strength is little. Like all Asiatic potentates, he is 
surrounded by a network of intrigue, which renders it difficult, 
if not impossible, for him to arrive at a correct idea of the state 
of affairs in his dominions. The dynasty is effete, and even the 
people appear to be on the decline. The population is slowly 
dimivishing—not from effeminacy on the part of the people, 
for they are stalwart and strong; but from the singular fact 
that the majority of the children die before they attain the age 
of maturity. The results most likely to ensue on this treaty 
are collisions between the natives and foreign traders, and.com- 
plications, consequent thereon, between the two Governments. 
Travellers who have visited even the capital of Burmah are 
few ; but they agree in characterising the country as one of'the 
most beautiful and fertile in the world. Under the present. 
oppressive and exclusive rule, development of its riches, either 
mineral or agricultural, is impossible; but under that of 
England, it would become one of the finest countries in the 
world. We fear it will not be till thut result is brought about, 
that free communication will be opened through the country, 
or any traffic of importance established with the south-western. 
provinces of China across its frontier.” 

On the sale of the Jinkee steamer, belonging to Messrs, Gibb, 
Livingstone and Co. to the Japanese Government, Capt. J. G. 
Milton was presented with a very handsome gold watch a8 a 
mark of esteem and respect by the officers and engineers of 
the Jinkee. u 

HANKOW, 

From this port we learn that the Yang-tse has begun to. 
rise with greater rapidity than usual. It commenced on the:

The second annual report of the Chinese Hospital at Amoy, 
“under the care of Dr. Carnegie, has been published. The 
report gives the average number of patients attending the 
hospital on dispensing days at forty, and adds that they are of 
the labouring class; the higher classes of the Chinese having 
not yet learned to appreciate the advantages of forcign medical 
skill, The number of patients entered on tho register during 
the year is given at 1,356, or, with outdoor patients, a total 
attendance of 5,160. Cases are adduced, also, to show the 
beneficial results of the hospital as a missionary institution. 
The hospital begins operations this year with a large balance of 
fund in hand. 


HONG KONG. 

The China Mail has an article entitled “Hong Kong an 
Asylum for Pirates,” in which it asserts “ Pirates come here to 
refit after having had a brush with some tougher customer than 
usual; they come for stores of food and ammunition, to con- 
vert their captured craft into fresh privateers, or perhaps to 
selljthose craft for hard cash, No matter what they want, 
whether to buy, scll, victual, or refit, here they are welcome ; 
nO papers are asked or given; no one says to them, “ What 
doest thou?” In their own ports, the strictness with which 
all vessels’ papers are examiner and made out is to them most 
objectionable—it renders their occupation dangerous and dis- 
reputable ; but Hong Kong happily affords them a gratcful 
asylum, where they can anchor beside the vessels they intend 
to capture ; where they can sell the vessels when captured ; and 
where there is rarely a Lieutenant Tueker of the Busturd to mar 
their genial mirth. Why English policy should have begun by 
eccentric attempts to extirpate pirates in tho China Seas, and 
should now have settled down into admitting piratical craft 
into Hong Kong harbour, is a deep mystery. Why we should 
demand papers from the vessels of every nation except- 
ing the only one that supplies pirate craft in considerable num- 
bers is to the ordinary mind an impenetrable secret.” 

The colonial surgeon’s report on the health of the colony 
contains the following passages :— 

So satisfactory has the health of the colony been during the past 
year, that but for the fact of the occurrence of a similar state of matters 
during each of the three years immediately preceding, it might well be 
considered exceptional in its character ; it is to be hoped that a permanent 
improvement in the sanitary condition of Hong Kong has been the result 
of the many sanitary reforms that have taken 

Situated on the very edge of the tropics, it is not to be expected that 
its sanitary condition can ever be equal to that of a well-regulated Euro- 

pean town, added to which the continual intercourse with the main land 
of China and neighbouring countries, where no attention is paid to sani- 
tary regulations, must expose it to epidemics of contagious disease. It is 
not, therefore, remarkable to find cases of small-pox occurring both in 
ring and autumn, more especially when it is remembered that the 
Chinese are in the habit of employing inoculation in a most reckless 
manner, and which indeed they prefer to the safer and milder practice of 
vaccination. Small-pox became a perfect scourge in the north of China 
> last spring, and at the same time cholera was reported as raging at Singa- 
» Saigon, and Manila—in a short time it appeared in Shanghai, and 
In the towns further north, where it produced great havoc, and ultimately 
visited Jay For a time our colony continued quite free from the 
disease, al though cases were reported as occurring as near us as Macao and 
‘Whampoa. The Government most judiciously appointed a health officer 
to board every vessel arriving in the harbour, and at the same time erected 
& quarantine station on the small island adjoining Green Ivland. To this 
station three vessels infected with small-pox were ordered. 

“ At most two or three isolated cases of cholera occurred in the colony, 
of which two proved fatal in the Seaman’s Hospital. But one of our in- 
stitutions, viz., the gaol, proved an exception to the general immunity, for 
there an epidemic of the disease in its most malignant form broke out on 
the 17th of October, continuing for three weeks, during which time 
twenty-five cases occurred, principally among the long sentence men. The 
European prisoners, who were then occupying the new buildings, suffered 
at the same time from an epidemic of acute dysentery, which fortumately 
in no case had a fatal result.” 

The American ship Sea Serpent reached Hong Kong from 
San Francisco on the 7th March, the day after the French mail 
steamer <Alphée from Suez, bringing New York advices of 
January the 22nd, while those from the French mail only 
came down to the 2nd of that month. Pp to the closing of 
the mail nothing had reached Hong Kong by way of Europe of 
80 late o date, 





CANTON, 

A long correspondence appears in the papers between Mr. 
D. Poonjabhoy, the Customs authorities, and the British Consu- 
late at Canton. It seema, according to the China Mail, that a 
Chinaman sold a quantity of fire-crackers to Mr. D. Poonjabhoy, 
paid duty upon them by weight at the Customs in Canton, and 


—= 
proceeded to Whampoa in order to put them on board ship, 
On reaching Whampoa, however, he found that the vessel he 
was in quest of had filled up, and could take in no more cargo ; 
he accordingly brought back the fire-crackers to Canton, and 
re-entered them at the Customs in due form. The correspond- 
ence then shows that a re-weighing of the goods proved that 
the first weighing must have been inaccurate, or that fraud 
must have been perpetrated ; the Customs, at any rate, quietly 
confiscated the goods. Assuming that the facts given in the 
letters of Mr. D. Poonjabhoy are correct, it appears that the 
idea of fraud is morally inadmissible. Mr. D. Poonjabhoy con- 
cludes his correspondence with H.M.’s Consul as follows :—“I 
will now review the working of the present case. The 150 
boxes fire.crackers were seized and privately offered for sale. 
I interfered in their bebalf, and you heard my statements, aud 
these I presume must have had some weight as you stopped 
the sale, Attempts are made at compromise ; and while tHe 
matter is under discussion, Mr. Markwick, of the Custom House, 
assures the Chinese that they will be restored as soon as your 
order to that effect is given. You revert to the question of 
ownership, and under plea of the goods being native-owned, 
abandon the protection of the general interest, and they are 
immediately and privately sold at half their value. ‘The result 
now confirms the viows and opinions I have before expressed, 
and I shall appeal to the public to aid in making good the loss 
which has been so wantouly and vexatiously entailed, and adopt 
such other measures as shall scem fit to me in obtaining fuller 
satisfaction.—I remain, Sir, your most obedient humble servant.” 


COCHIN-CHINA, 


The loss of the American ship /olspur is reported on. the 
Paracels. Theowner of the American barque Vagasaki bound from 
Saigon to Singapore, writes, near Cape St. James, 7th March te 
“Yesterday the first mate and seven men from the Ameriean 
ship Hotspur, Captain Bennctt, came alongside; he reports the 
ship lost[pn the Paraccls February 19th, the captain and eighteen 
men were in the long boat,the mate ands even men in another. 
The second mate and seven men in the third boat, All kept 
company until the 25th February; that night the mato lost 
sight of the other two boats. Seeing nothing at daylight he 
made for the land, the weather then became bad ; at evening they 
landed on the Cochin China coast and were received in a 
kind manner by the natives; who gave them a house to live 
in and plenty to eat ; in fact, were very kind. In the Captain’s 
bout were Mrs. Dr. Abbe, her little girl, six years old, and her 
son four years old with a Chinese female servant, Mrs. Eastlake 
with her little son and also Chinese female servant, and Mr. Eaton, 
passengers in the ship. The mate, Mr. Sayard, aud his men are 
now with me to go to Singapore ; he states that Captain Beangtt 
had been on shore near Turonne, but not liking the look of the 
people (although they did them no harm) he went, to sea, and 
told the mate that they would run down in hope to mect. some 
vessel. When the mate lost sight of the captain’s boat, they 
were thirty miles from land; and, as the mate states that afjer 
he got on shore it became very bad weather, blowing a gale of 
wind for throe days, I am afraid the captain’s and second mate’s 
boats were lost. The ship was from Hong Kong, bound to, New 
York with tea and cotton. The mate, since the evening of the 
25th February, landed every evening on the coast, and was most 
kindly treated by the natives. Admiral Bonard, on the report of 





the loss being handed to him, ordered the Cosmos to proceed in 
scarch of the missing boats, which she did on the morning of. 
8th March. H.I.M.S. Forben left Saigon on the 6th for Huo, 
and the Messageries steamer Alphe left on the 1st March for 
Hong Kong—both these vessels would in all probability pass in 
the track of the missing boats.” 

In a Saigon market report, dated the 3rd March, we find 
the following intelligence :—“ Reinforcements having lately 
arrived from Shanghai and Manila as well as direct from France, 
Go-cong has been taken without almost any resistance on the 
part of the Annamese, who, on approach of the troops, retreated 
and evacuated the place. Stacks of grain there are reported 
to consist chiefly of paddy, but we trust that, notwithstanding, 
the opening of this district will have a_beneficial influence on 
our rice market.” 





BORNEO. 
Sir James Brooke, who went down to Sarawak in the 
Coquette, will resume there the Supremo Government during 
the absence of Rajah Muda in Europe, The financial returng 
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of the Rajah’s kingdom were most satisfactory during the past 
year; the revenue has reached the amount of £23,000, with 
every prospect of a still further increase. 


SIAM. 

At the Palace there has been much gaiety in connection with 
tho ceremony of shaving the tuft of a young Prince, a ceremony 
of some importance in Siam. A vast procession of nobles, 
soldiers, with their bands, and children of all nations, is in 
attendance, gaily clad. The Prince, covered with gold orna- 
ments, and apparently uncomfortable under their weight, is 
-carried on a Supat chair, accompanied by music, and conducted 

to the presence of the King, by whom he is led to the hall, 
swhere the ashes of his progenitors are deposited. Here the 
-Prince performs acts of adoration for three days, on the fourth 
he is shaven. This ceremony is performed when the Prince 
attains the age of thirteen. On this occasion there were three 
Princes borne upon chairs, 

On the 9th March, His Majesty the King of Siam applied 
the candle to the pile that was to consume the remains of the 
late Phya Pesan, The funeral ceremonics, associated with the 
burning of the bodies of the high nobility of Siam, are of a 
very costly and ostentatious character. The building of the 
Temple in which the burning took place occupied some threo 
months, and much credit is due to the superintendent for his 
taste in producing so elegaut an edifice. The ceremony lasted 

-about six days, and the concourse of people night and day was 
immense, and was said to be quite as large as any fair iu 
England. 





MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

Tho Strats’ Times contains an article extending over several 
columns, on the P. and 0. Company, in which it criticises the 
manner in which the business of the company is conducted, and 

asserts that the monopoly exercised by it is extremely prejudicial, 
The opening paragraph will serve to show the animus of the 
article :-— 

“The Peninsular and Oriental <team Navigation Company has up to 
the present time enjoyed a monopoly of the richest trade in the world. 
It has yearly received magnificent sums for the mail services of India, 
China, ‘and’ Australia. It has carried at enormous freights the richest 
products of all these countries, and has possessed a passenger trade which 

+ must of itself bring a princely revenue ; and yet, strange to say, the divi- 
- dends paid by the company to the shareholders have seldom exceeded ten 
per cent. per annum; for the last twelve months the dividend only 
“amounted to seven per cent. Had the profits of the company to be 
» divided over an exceedingly large capital, the small dividends could be 
easily understood. But the total capital and liabilities only amount to 
. three millions sterling, of which amount nearly one million is made up of 
the liabil hich must bear a very much smaller rate of interest than 
* the declared lend. And these remarkably small dividends, when con- 
trasted with tke enormous property of the company in the East, and the 
gigantic character of its traffic, have led to a very searching examination 
of the company's affairs by the public, In Bombay, it is the all-absorbing 
topic of the day, and the facts that have been elicited are sufficiently 
startling to merit the serious consideration ofthe thinking mercantile public 
all over the East.” 

The British steamer Chanticleer, Captain Brown, from Glas- 
gow on the 14th of November last, arrived at Singapore on the 
14th of March and sailed for China on the 19th. 

The British steamer Clan Alpine, Captain Bolton, from Glas- 
-gow on the Ist of January last, having called at St. Vincent, 
the Cape, and Point de Galle, arrived on the 16th of March, 
and sailed for Hong Kong on the 17th. 

‘The American steamer Shavse, Captain Curwen, sailed for 
Hong Kong on the evening of the 18th of March, 

News has been received of the total loss of the Dutch 
Darque Pertinax, which was wrecked on the “ Helen Bank,” on 
the 26th of Javuary. A schooner from Singupore saved ten 
men from the wreck, after being in the boats without food or 
clothing for ninety-six hours. Twenty-three meu perished in 
the waves. 

Another matter that has occupied public attention is the 
proposal to build public bungalows on Gunong Poulai, a hill of 
about 2,000 feet high, on the Johore Peninsula, and which 
could, when a road of some sixteen miles is cut through the 
jungle, be reached in nine hours from Singapore, From the 
height of the hill, the temperature is delightfully cool, and the 
project, if carried out, would be a great boon to Singapore, 


CEYLON, 

The prospects of the cotton crop are unusually promising. 
The Colombo Oberver writes :— There can be no doubt that 
this season's out-furn will show a large balance over any other 
previously ;” on no side do we bear the usual grumbling that so 
often disturbed our equanimity, about this or that estate giving 



















so many thousand ewts. less than the estimate—of the destruc. 
tion by bug, and, except in solitary cases, of loss from any other 
cause. There is reason to believe therefore that that very dis- 
contented individual, the Ceylon coffee planter, is this year 
satisfied with his crop. And though its shipment may be ex- 
teuded over an unusual period of time, the coffce is here and 
must find its way out at one time or other. Our readers 
who are not directly interested in coffee (a small minority) 
may feel surprised at our generally dwelling so lengthily on 
the minutest details connected with this article ; but if they 
think fora moment on our position as a colony, this fecling 
must soon be dissipated. Ceylon and coffee may be looked 
upon, iu one respect, as synonymous terms. We mean, that 
Ceyion would be nothing without coffee; and, though not 
exactly reciprocatory, coffee is everything to Ceylon, Except 
for Galle being the great steam port of the East, the artery for 
so many branches of communication—this island might be un- 
kxown to any of our countrymen, ‘but the few officials 
administering the Government, were it not for the coffee 
enterprise, Certain it is that this alone has attracted British 
capital to our shores, has carried hither the thew and sinew of 
the sister isles to exercise that capital, and has rendered this 
such an advanced and prosperous colony in every way, The 
prospects of the coming coffee crop are exceedingly good ; 
blossoms have come and gone very satisfactorily ; and what 
with the present high prices, and the low exports likely to be 
afforded by Brazil and Java, our planters are expecting a con- 
tinued run of prosperity. 

‘The organisation requisite for the construction of the railroad 
is progressing. Already 1,000 men are engaged in the work. 
The health of the country genemlly is good—if we except 
the p-evalence of small pox in the Pettah of Colombo. Such a 
wet season as that which, by the last accounts, is now passing 
away, has not been known in Ceylon for several years. 
According tothe Colombo Observer, the result of the pearl fishery 
is year is likely to be much below, not only the anticipations, but 
also the estimate. “ The revenue,” says the writer, “derived from 
the pearl fishery is of a precarious and uncertain nature, Some 
unexpected aud unforeseen circumstances very often bring a 
prosperous fishery to an abrupt termination, In estimating, 
therefore, tie revenue from this source the Government have 
always been exceedingly moderate in their cxpectations, We 
find, however, that in the estimate of this year the amount 
fixed by the Colonial Secretary is £54,800, which, we think, is 
quite unprecedented. True, the prospects were such as might 
induce the least sanguine to consider this estimate founded on 
excellent grounds, Indeed, from what we heard at one time 
of the banks and samples of oysters, the realisation of a windfall 
of from £80,900 to £100,000 seemed not at all improbable. 
Since the commenceinent of the fishery, however, a more sober 
view of things was forced upon our attention, and half of the 
the above large sum, or £50,000, was looked upon as an 
outside figure for the return, We have now reason to fear 
that not more than £35,000 or £38,000 will be reatised.s’ 

The same joumal writes ;—“ The memorandum of the arri- 
vals and departures of coolies during the month of February, 
discloses the rather alarming deficicncy of 5,070 less arrivals 
than departures, the difference being increased to 6,700 if we 
include the figures for January, We must remember, however, 
that is the season of the year, after crop, when the coolies do 
return to their country, to come over again between the months 
of May and September. We also see it stated that there is an 
unusually large crop of rice on the coast of India this season, 
which would of course, operate as a great inducement 
to the covlivs to remain at home, and, therefore, prove most 
disastrous to Ceyion. It will not do for us, selfishly, 
to wish that misfortunes may befall our neighbours, or their 
crops of rice, across the water ; but certain it is that the ques- 
tion of our labourers being able to subsist in their own country 
with cheap and abundant food, is fraught with the gravest con- 
sequences to our coffee-planting operations, We have on record 
the opinion of au experienced planter, who lately left the island, 
and who went so far as to say that the continued prosperity of 
Ceylon hivged entirely on the Youe question of labour. “In 
twenty or thirty years,” says this by nq means sanguine gen- 
tleman, of our prospects,—* Ceylon will be used up or ata 
standstill, The soil is nothing—manure oan only pay 
on flat estates; for it is not the expense of the manure 
but of its applicntion, ae labour is the great bugbear. Get 
labour and you cau manure, you can have a railway, you can do 
anything; but there never bas been a superabundance of 
this commodity in the country, and on its hinges alone the

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tza.—Macao: The stock last reported of 1,500 half-chests remains 
untouched with the exception of about 200 half-chests of the better kind 
of Tysham Congou now going forward per Psyche on Chinese account. 

Canrox.—The settlements of Congou have continued on a fair scale 
since the date of last report,’and have been Principally of medium to good 
blackish leaf and Pekoe flowered classes. Prices have been somewhat 
irregular, several chops having been taken in barter against manufactures, 
but except in one or two instances the tendency of rates has been sligh:ly 
upwards—say 7 mace to 1 tael for the better kinds since the opening of 
the market upon the resumption of business after the holidays. ‘The 
settlements of Scented Teas have been upon a fair scale, and the market 
is now rather firmer in consequence, but the desire to quit old stock ere 
the new teas come in, will check any upward tendency which may be 
manifested. Small settlements of Canton Gunpowder and Country Greens 
for the English market are reported and complete the fortnigl 
tions, The settlements of the fortnight are reported as under :—-Congou, 
20 chops, say 8 chops Honahams, at 20 to 874 taels; 1 do. Ningchow, at 
27 tacls; 11’ do. Oopack, at 254 to 314 taels. Scented Teas, 3,000 boxes 
Caper, at 14 to 16 taels for common to fair; 18 to 23 taels for middling 
to good; and 25 taels for fine. 15,000 boxes ordinary Pekoe, at 16} to 
20 taels for common to fair; 22 to 25 taels middling to good; and 27 
taels for ine. Canton Greens, 2,000 boxes Gunpowder, at 14 to 23 taels 
for common to good, Country Greens, 3 chops or 1,700 half-chests, at 
39 to 42 taels. ‘The total settlements of Congou for the present season 
amount to 237 chops, besides 6 do. contract teas. The unsold stock is 4b 
chops. The stock of Country Greens is 16,300 packages new and 1,900 
do. old. Of Oolongs, there are 4,000 half-chests. Of Flowery Pekoe, 
400 chests ; of other kinds the quantity on the market is uncertain. 

SHANGHAL.—Black : There are no settlements to report during the past 
fortnight. The stock is composed of very common kinds, which are held 
for such extreme ra‘es that no purchasers can be found. | ‘hey have no 
receipts from Hankow, and the market has been exceedingly quiet, though: 
alittle more activity was caused by late advices from the home market. 
Hohows, com. lines, are quoted 19 to 20 taels; Ovnams, 20} to 22. 
The setilements of the fortni:ht are restricted to 810 chests, making the 
total for the season to date 273,300 chests, against 194,500 chests at 
corresponding period last season. The remaining stock on the market is 
reported at 2,000 chests Congou, and 1,800 do. Fowery Pekoe. Green : 
Fine teas are becoming scarcer, and rates are gencrally well sustained both 
here and Kewkiang. A few chops have been settled on this market at a 
small decline, but they were Pingsuey and medium country teas. Com- 
mon Country and Japan kinds meet with no inquiry, and are almost en- 
tirely neglected. We quote:—Gunpowders, 34 to 53 taels; Imperial, 
82 to 44; Young Hyson, 25 to 43; Hyson 84 to 60; Twankay, [8 to 
27. The settlements for the focolght ‘are reported at 1,447 packages 
Pingsuey, and 7,735 do. Fuchau and Moyune, making the total settle- 
ments of the season to date 262,800 packages, against 202,700 do, at 
corresponding period of last season. ‘The stock on the market is com- 
puted at 16,000 packages— say 2,000 Shanghai packed, 2,000 Pingsuey, 

0,000 Fuchau and Moyune, and 2,000 Japan. 

Foocnow,—Business continued suspended for some few days after the 
new year's festivities were over, but the market at length opened with such 
a degree of briskncss that Congous advanced fully one tael on rates pre- 
viously ruling. ‘The supplies from the country having ceased for the 
present, the stock has become small. In other kinds than Congou, fhe 
transactions have been insignificant. The following are the ecttlements 
reported since the resumption of business. Congous: 7,600 chests and- 
10,200 half-chests, do., at 5} to 14 tla for dusty and low to fair conr., 
and 15 to 22 tls. for good com. to flavoury. Flowery Pekoe: 150 chests 
at 19 tls. Oolong : 5,700 half-chests at 124 to 16 tls. Scented: (dust)- 
1,800 boxes at 9 tls. The stock on the market is stated at 7,100 chests 
Congou; 1,400 chests Flowery Pekoe ; 2,500 halfchests Oolong; and 
1,000 boxes Scented Tea.

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Hayxow.—There are 7 chops inferior Congou still on the market, 
which no one cares to buy, The total settlements of the season amount 
to 480 chops Congou, of which 90 were contract teas. 

Kewxtaxc.—The advices from that port are to the 2nd March. ‘The | 
operations of one Ameriean house have caused considerable activity in 
the tea market since its reopening, the settlements for the last few days 
amounting to nearly 7,000 packages. In common teas a decline of nearly 
a tael has taken place, but fine teas still command full rates, though there 
is an easier tone in the market generally. Supplies from the country 
continue to arrive very slowly, and aconsiderable amount of tea has gone 
forward to Shanghai on native account, so that the stock is reduced to 
44,000 packages, mostly common tea, 

Asoy.—A fair domand has continued throughout the past month, an 
advance of fully one dollar per picul having been established on Oolongs 
and Ankois, the former kind having commanded so much attention that 
the market is nearly swept of it, Ankois being in pretty fair supply. ‘The 
few Congous remaining are commonand Amoy packed. The settlements 
of the month are reported as under :—Oolongs 9.50U2half-chests at §15 to 
$174 for inferior and common cargo and £18} ( 4 for fair; Ankois

CASUALTIES. 
SHANGHAT. 

We regret to have to announce the loss of the iron bark Pertinax on 
the Helen Bank,” and the loss of thirty: two souls, including the captain 
and his wife and child. ‘The Pertinax was from Macassar, via Batavia. 
On the 25th January, the lat. by observation showed the vessel to be in 
2.23 N. and long. 133.00 E., running at the rate of 44 knots. On the 
following morning at five o'clock breakers were reported on the lee Low 
and ahead. ‘The vessel was immediately tacked, but the foreyard having 
been hauled round, the ship would not come up to the wind, and conse- 
quently drifted againat the reef. Everything that could be done was done 
for the safety of the ship, but all efforts proved fruitless. The position of 
« Helen Bank,” as marked down in Wilson’s (late Norie’s) chart, aud cor= 
rected up to 1862, is twenty-five miles out of its true position, It is laid 
down in lat. 2.55 N., and long. 131.42 E., but its true position, by good 
and reliable observation, is in lat. 3.10 N., and long. 132.10 E. 

NOXG_KOxG. 

‘The P. and O. steamer Aden arrived off the harbour on the 2nd Mar. 
at about one, and sent a boat in to report, at 5 a.ot. on 28th February, 
that when twenty miles south of Chapel Island, near Amoy, she had lost 
her screw, and was consequently obliged to return to this port under sail. 
The shaft has broken close to the inner stern port. _ Tt was blowing heavily 
at the time, and the ship pitched considerably. The Cadiz was sent out 
at 8 a.m. that day, and soon returned with the Aden in tow. She pro- 
ceeded to Whampoa on the 4th March, and in four days the old shaft 
was taken out, and anew one substituted, She returned to Hong Kong 
on the 10th, and left for the southern stations on the 12th.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE BUDGET. 

(April 16th.) The Craxcet.ton of the Excireqven made his annual 
financial statement. He prefaced it by remarking that the last few years 
had been years of unusual pressure upon our resources, and by adverting 
to the rapid growth of the expenditure, which, from the financial year 
1858-9 to that of 1860-1, had angmented ¢8,178,000, and the avera; 
expenditure in the four years 1839 to 1863 had been £71,595,000, the 
expenditure of the year 1858-9 being 64,664.00. Deducting from the 
expenditure such items as the interest of the National Debt and the charge 
for the collection of the revenue, the ratio of increase in what he termed 
the national expenditure was still greater, All he could say, he added, on 
the part of the Government, was that, in proposing the outlay of 
sums, he did not think they outran the general state of public op 
public conviction ; on the contrary, he thought they fell somewhat short 
of what public opinion would have sanctioned. The expenditure of the 
country had, however, thereby been kept in a state of tension, that tension 
being increased by the accompanying remission of taxation. After ad= 
verting to the condition of the manufacturing districts in Lancashire and to 
the distress of Ireland, the operation of which special causes, he vb« 
served, deprived the revenue of the country of a very large 
sum, he proceeded to compnte the estimated amount of the 
expenditure of the last year with the actual amount, showing a dimi- 
nution of £59,302,—and the estimated revenue with the actual pro- 
duce,—showing an excess of £583,000, In comparing the general 
revenue of last year with that of the year immediately preceding it, he 
pointed out the disturbing effects of the miscellaneous reccipts, consisting 
of items which were scarcely revenue at all, depending upon fiscal arrange= 
ments, and which should, he said, be deducted from the statement of 
revenue. Making these deductions, the real relative revenue in the last 
two years would be £66,925.000 in 1861-2, and £67,790.000 in 1862-3, 
showing an increase of £805,000 in the latter year. He then stated the 
estimated amount of expenditure and revenue for the current year. The 
difference between these estimates was a surplus of revenue over the 
charges of £3,741,000. Before stating the mode in which it was proposed 
to deal with this surplus, he specified certain additions to the revenue. He 
proposed to equalise the duty on chicory and coffee, and to place upon an 
equal footing certain taxes upon licences, removing anomalies therein, and 
the withdrawal of an exemption under the income-tax acts of corporate 



































trust property and charitable endowments, These additional taxes would 
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amount to £133,000 a-year, raising the estimated surplus to £3,874,000. 
He then stated the manner in which it was proposed to apply this amount 
in the remission of taxation. He proposed, he said, to repeal the petty 
charges upon mercantile transactions, including the stamp upon 
bills of lading. With to the minor incomes now 
liable to income-tax, the limit at which the full tax should attach 
had been fixed by Mr. Pitt at £200 a-year. Since then the limit 
had been carried down to £150 and to £100. The Government 
proposed to meet the claims of equitable justice by retaining the limit of 
£100 as the taxable point, reducing the rate of the tax at the several 
stages of £100, £125, £150, and £175. With regard to the tea and sugar 
duties, it a to the Government, he said, that whatever they did, 
they ought not to divide the reduction into two parts ; it therefure became 
‘8 question between tea and sugar. There were, he said, some secondary 
considerations in favour of tea which, however, obviously could not decide 
the question. Our direct pecuniary interest in China, our military es- 
tablishments there, our interest in developing our commerce with that 
country were certainly important national considerations, but they could 
hardly be held to turn the scale in a question like this. Hethen compared 
the arguments for and against the claims of each, observing that the 
question of the sugar duties was one of great complexity, and that the 
most important argument in favour of tea was that the present duty was 
more than 100 per cent. on the value of the article, whereas the duty on 
sugar was only half the value. Moreover, by reducing the duty on fea, 
more considerable reduction would be made in the price to the consumer 
than by a similar operation upon sugar. ‘The proposal of the Government 
was, therefore, to reduce the duty on tea to Is, the pound, and that the 
reduction should take effect immediately after the resolution had been 
adopted by the House.—Mr. Gladstone then spoke as follows with 
regard to the probable results of this important change: ‘ We shall 
propose to grant that duty till the Ist of August, 1864. I must 
not presume to say that the duty on sugar can be reduced 
next year or in any particular year; but we may hope that 
the tea and sugar duties may be considered tozether with respect 
to the question of a permanent duty or an annual one; and it will 
be most convenient, therefore, that we should not review the tea duty 
beyond the period I have named. No ill effect can happen in consequence 
of this arrangement, because the trade will understand, that if this pro- 
posal is sanctioned by the House, it is adopted as a final one, so far as we 
can presume to look forward into the future. The financial result of this 
change will be as follows:—In the year 1862-3 there were consumed 
77,500,000 Ibs. of tea, which paid aduty of £5,490,000. In 1863-4 if there 
were no change in the law, we should estimate the consumption at 
79,636,000 Ibs., the duty on which would be £5,640,000. The loss of 5d. 
per Ib., would be £1,659.000. But we think we may reasonably venture 
to assume that there would be an increased consumption, even in the pre- 
sent state of the country, equal to 6,000,000 Ibs., in the first year after the 
reduction. The duty on that would be £300000. The loss, therefore, 
on the full twelve months, would be £1,359,000; but from that a sum of 
£59,000 may be deducted on account of a small portion of the year which 
will have elapsed before the change comes into operation. We reckon 
upon a net loss of £1,300,000 as the price of this great boon to the com- 
munity. Now my hon, friend the member for Lancaster (Mr. Gregson) 
mistrusting, perhaps, the intelligence and understanding of the committee, 
at the close of his campaign, upon the termination of which I cordially 
congratulate him, has been good enough to construct for me two packets— 
Here the right hon. gentleman held up a small packet in each hand, to 
the amusement of the committee, and amidst great laughter]—one of them 
labelled, ‘a pennyworth of tea with the duty at Is. a pound;’ the other 
labelled, ‘a pennyworth of tea with the duty at Is, 5d. a pound.’ I will 
only submit these packets to the notice of the house. It ‘a hoeerer, really 
a matter of very considerable importance, because it sometimes happens 
that when duties of this kind are reduced, « portion of the profits goes into 
the pockets of the dealer. But here my hon. friend, who is a man of the 
highest character and honour, having the confidence of the whole mercan- 
tile world, has bound himself personally to the proposition that a man who 
buys under the new duty will have the same increase over the man who 
has bought under the old duty, as is represented by the large packet in my 
right band over the small packet I hold in my left.” Mr. Gladstone tnen 
proposed a reduction of 2d. in the pound in the general rate of income-tax.

The surplus of revenue being £3,874,000, and the loss by remission of 
taxation £3,843,000, there still remained a surplus of £531,000, which 
the Government did not propose to part with, and he appealed tothe com- 
mittees to support them in retaining this amount in their hands. Mr. 
Gladstone, ia conclusion, took a comprehensive view of the effects of our 
tecent fiscal measures upon the trade of the country, pointing to and 
dwelling with great satisfaction upon the result of our new commercial 
relations with France, which had more than made up for the falling-off in 
our trade with the United States of America, He moved certain resolu 
tions to give effect to the proposed changes. ‘The statement underwent a 
series of desultory criticisms, after which the resolutions were ultimately 
agreed to, and ordered to be reported. 


THE WAR IN CHINA. 

(1i7th.) Colonel Sykes asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether the bodies of the officers, British subjects, attached 
to Ward’s Chinese levies, and killed at the attack upon Tai-tsan were re- 
covered ; whether it was true, as stated in the Shanghai newspapers, that 
two pieces of Her Majesty's ordnance were lost at the attack upon Tai 
tsan which were lent by General Staveley to Ward’s levies; and whether 
officers of Her Majesty’s Slt and 67th Foot, of the Marine Light Infantry, 
and an officer of the Royal Engineers, were present at the attack upon 
Tai-tsan, which is beyond the thirty-mile radius from Shanghai,—Mr. 





Layarp could not give a full answer to the questions of his hon. and 
gallant friend. It was only that morning he received an account of what 
took place, and that account consisted chiefly of articles from Shanghai 
newspapers. An attack apreared to have been made by Ward's levies 
upon a walled town on the borders of the thirty-mile radiux. It was made 
by the authority of Chinese officers, and against the urgent advice of 
General Staveley, who, howeser, allowed Captain Holland to accompany 
the force, fearing some disaster might arise. Captain Holland was the 
only officer actually in Her Majesty's service who accompanied the force. 
He had no information as to the recovery of the bodies of British officers ; 
and, though two guns appear to have been lost, they did not belong to 
Her Majesty, nor were they lent to Ward's levies by General Staveley. 


THE ATTACK UPON TRINGANU. 

(2st.) Sir J, Hay asked the Secretary to the Admiralty if he would 
Jay upon the table of the House the report of the attack upon Tringanu by 
her Majesty's ship Sc-ut, on the 11th November, 1862, and asked the 
Secretary of State for India if he would lay upon the table of the House 
any correspondence from the Govemor of Singapore, or the Government 
of India on this subject; and asked the Under Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs if he would lay before the House the papers containing a 
correspondence from the Gorernment of Siam and Sir R. Schomburgh 
on the same subject.— Sir C. Woop said that when the papers were com- 
plete there would be no objection to lay them on the table. Further 
papent were ex pected from India, and it was considered that it would not 

right to lay a portion of them on the table. 

‘THE TEA DUTIES. 

(28rd.) The resolution for the reduction of the duty on tea from 1s. 5d. 
to 1s, to take effect from the 25th of April, 1863, to the Ist of August, 
1864, having been put, Sir S. NoatHcore wished to know whether the 
attention of the Chancellor of the Exchequer had been called to the 
complaint of certain tea-dealers, who alleged that the right hon. gentleman 
had in some former speech laid down the principle that it would be cone 
venient for the tea duties to run from July to July. They alleged that 
sufficient notice had not been given to them, that they had supposed from 
this statement of the right hon. gentleman that there was no occasion to 
diminish their stocks, and that they were taken by surprise by his present 
rapid proceeding. He did not express any opinion on the subject him 
self, but he wished to know whether the right hon. gentleman admitted 
there had been any breach of faith on his part in the matter.—The Cuan- 
cELLor of the Excurqrer said that the usual and uniform course had 
been followed. He repudiated any imputation of having given a pledge 
on this subject, having been engaged at the very time in proposing the re- 
mission of a multitude of Customs’ duties, to take effect immediately. 
To give any drawhack to the tea dealers would be to prejudice the claims 
of the consumer and the revenue without any adequate reason.—Mr. 
Grecson said that the stocks of the dealers in tea were never so low as at 
the present moment. The dealers had prepared themselves for the pro- 
posed change.—\r. D. Grivritit was sorry to see, by the resolution, that 
the 1s, duty would cease in August, 1864." He did not suppose that any 
Chancellor of the Fxchequer would propose to go back to the high duty, 
but why limit the term? It would leave the door open so as to allow the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to be tempted, if some emergency occurred, 
to reimpose the high duty.—The Cuaxcettor of the EXxctequen said 
the Is. duty was proposed as a defined settlement, s0 to speak, of this 
question, ‘The term of August, 1804, had been fixed as the period for 
considering whether this should be kept as an annoal duty. The House 
might then consider the duty on tea in connection with that on sugar.— 
The resolution was then agreed to.

ANGLO-CHINESE OFFICERS. 

The very arguments which are employed to justify the expedition of 
Captain Csborn constitute the strongest case against it. It might be 
wrong and inconsistent on our to assist the Tartar Empire to put down 
2 powerful rebel, but it would be an enterprise of a limited character, one 
fairly within the scope of our power, and involving no respo ies which 
could not be readily foreseen. That, however, is not a description which 
does even the most imperfect justice to the magnitude of the enterprise un- 
dertaken by Captain Osborn. We are told that the Government of China 
has broken, not only from a decay in its military power, but from too con- 
clusive a reliance upon moral teachings as a mode of influencing the 
people. How vessels of war and a liberal exhibition of Armstrong guns 
can cure the latter defect is not apparent. It would seem rather to call for 
State Church, or some institution of the sort. But that is merely by the 
way; we have not undertaken to prescribe for the diseases of the Chinese 
Empire. What is material for our purpose is to observe that the language 
to which we are referring describes in no obscure or indirect way the com- 
plete collapse of a system of polity, if not of a form of civilisation. What 
idea can those who talk so glibly of the feats which our Jack tarsare about 
to perform have of the real magnitude of such a catastrophe? It means 
rottenness and unsoundness in every part of society; it means want of 
national coherence, and incapacity for the fulfilment of the functions of 
national and social life. That being so, it is about a8 hopeful a task to 
restore it to soundness and health, by putting down a rebellion here, and 
slaughtering a few robbers there, as it would be to cure a man whose bh 
was unsound by healing the superficial sores which are but the signs and 
consequences of his disease. It reads almost like joke when a writer 
solemnly talks of introducing steam and the electric telegraph amongst & 
people in this condition, as if he really believed that they were specifics 
for such disorganisation and such absence of all vital power as now afflicts 
the Chinese Empire, To any one who seriously considers the matter, it 
must be obvious that nothing can cure the evils of such a state of things 
without the establishment, as a preliminary, of a strong conta! government, 
and its maintenance in full vigour for a considerable number of a 


























When we have conquered Nanking, opened the Yang-tse, and cleared 
titers and coasts of the present geticration of pirates, f will either be found 
that our work is still incomplete, and that our assistance is required in 
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other and more important matters, or, on the other hand, that the burthen 
of gratitude already weighs too heavily cn the Chinese Emperor, and that 
he is only too eager to get rid of us, and allow things to fall gradually back 
nto their oldstate. In the one case, we should be entangled directly in 
the Government of a vast country; in the other, we should find ourselves 
regarded wit! icion and distrust which would augur ill for the main- 
tenance of friendly relations. Of course it will be alleged that England as 
a nation has nothing whatever to do with Captain Osborn and his proceed- 
ings—that he has now become an officer in the Chinese service, and that 
bis proceedings are henceforth nothing to us. But those who talk thus are 
the dupes of words. English officers playing a great part in the pacifica- 
tion and administration of a foreign country, with the sanction of our own 
Government, and under the eye of our ambassador, must implicate the 
country in their proceedings. It is because we see the danger thus looming 
in the distance ; because we are sensibl2, not only of the difficulties of the 
task which would be thrown upon us, but of the jealousies and, possibly, 
quarrels with other European nations in which such interference as we dread 
might involve us,—that we have always regarded with the greatest disap- 
probation the expedition of Captain Osborn and his companions. If, a 
‘seems to be the case, we are now hopelessly committed to it, there i 
at least, some satisfaction in discharging oneself of any share of responsi- 
bility for so ill-considered a scheme.— Manchester Daily Examiner. 


OUR PROSPECTS IN JAPAN. 

Tt is no news that our relations with our new allies of Japan have for 
some time past been in an unsatisfactory state, ‘hat singular kingdom 
appears to be undergoing an internal revolution, of which there is no 
‘denying we are in great measure the cause. Foreigners have uever been 
welcome among that singular race, and it appears that the more they be- 
come acquainted with us the less trey like us. And now the last mail 
brings us the intelligence that Admiral Kuper, with a strong squadron 0° 
the fleet on the China station, has gone northward to protect the life and 
property of the British residents in the island. It is avery right and 
Proper step; and we have nothing but praise to bestow on that gallant 
officer for the zeal and promptitude he has manifested on the occasion. 
But we confess to a little alarm on seeing the atrength of the demonstration 
he is about to make. A single vessel is generally considered enough for 
such purposes, but here we have a powerful squadron employed on the 
duty, and that, too, under the special command of the Admiral himself. 
Is he going to enforce the treaty? He has certainly taken a much stronger 
force with him than it required to make it, It may be necessary, but the 
people of England ought to know. If we are going to fight for the en- 
forcement of the treaty stipulations let us do it with our eyes open. Let 
us have the credit of sanctioning a war of which we must at any 
rate pay the expense. And when we get the information, and 














before we make up our minds, perhaps it will be well to ask, what 


in we have derived by the treaty that we are to fight for? Our 
‘our isa different thi we cannot submit to insult; but let it be 
have been put upon us. And, as for our 
it will be well that we should insist upon knowing what we 
d by the treaty. That treaty has now been in existence for 
some time—long enough surely for us to test its value. Let un be told, then, 
who has been benefited by it apart from the merchant-adventurers at 
Shanghai? We confess that we shall be surprised and gratified to learn 
that as many ships have arrived in England direct from Japan since the treaty 
was ratified as will pay the expenses of the embassy from the profits of 
their cargoes.— Standard. 








Continental Lntellugence. 


FRANCE. 

The Nord announces the arrival in France of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales for the middle of May. They are to be 
received at the Palace of Fontainebleau, where the Court will 
be established at that period. The Empress went to Fontaine- 
bleau last week in order to examine the preparations which are 
being made at the Palace, 

The Moniteur publishes the full text of the treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce concluded between France anid Madagascar, 
on the 12th September, 1862. A special stipulation accords 
the same advantages to all nations as to France. ‘The ports of 
Madagascar are to be thrown open to the world, and customs 
duties entirely abolished, 

The Times Paris correspondent writes :—* The Emperor has, 
Tam informed, all but made up his mind to recall Marshal 
Pelissier from his post of Governor-General of Algeria. The 
reasons fur this measure are not very clear. They do not, it 
appears, entirely relate to his management of that depeudency. 
The officer who would have a fair chance of taking his place is 
General Cousin Montauban, Count of Palikao, who commande 
the Freuch troops in China, General Moutauban bas spent 
several years in Africa, and is said to be an excellent officer ; 
Dut whether the choice is one that would be popuiar in the 
army is another question, His nomination would be considered 
a sort of satisfaction for the opposition his dotation encountered 
last year in the Legislative Corps.” 

In the preamble to the projet de loi relative to the supple- 
mentary credits for the different branches of tha public service 
for 1863, aud which has been presented to the Legislative Body, 
there is given some information on the distribution of the 
army. The corps of occupation at Rome, for instance, amounts 





at the present moment to 16,300 men, The troops detached 
to China and Cochin China are 2,000. The expeditionary force 
in Mexico numbers 34,000 French soldiers. The general effec. 
tive strength of the army will not exceed 420,000 men, and of 
the 52,000 men employed at present beyond the territory (not 
including the army of Africa, which amounts to 57,539 meu), 
32,000 will be taken from the normal effective of 400,000, 
which will not be exceeded by more than 20,000 men. 
‘The increase of expenditure resulting from the occupation of 
Romie, or from thut of Cochin China, may be estimated pretty 
accurately, ‘I'his cannot be done, however, as regards Mexico, 
The sum required for this special service during the second 
hulf of the present year will so depend on the events that are 
passing in Mexico at this moment that, as the Commission of 
the Budget observes, any calculation must necessarily be un- 
certain. But one of the Government journals remarks that 
“ owing to the order and economy in the arrangement of the 
ordinary expenditure, the normal proceeds of the public revenue 
will cover the increase in the extraordinary expenditure which 
proceeds this year from the Mexican expedition.” 

At a diuner lately given by the principal inhabitants of 
Algiers to M. Forcade La Roquette, who is now making a tour 
in the colony as Government Cummissioner, several remarkable 
speeciies were made, In proposing the Emperor’s health the 
Duke of Malakoff observed that some years ago tho Sovercign 
whose health he proposed, speaking of the hardy colonists of 
Algeria, styled them the pioncers of civilisation, and promised 
that the protection of the mother country should never be 
wanting to them. Headded that the Emperor's sentiments 
had not clanged ; now, as then, he desired equal justice aud 
equal protection for all without distinction of origin or race. 
He proclaimed Algeria French territory for ever. Now, as then, 
the Emperor desired to see Algeria great and strong by the 
elevation of the natives to the dignity of free men, and by the 
progressive development of European colonization. In drinking 
to the health of Marshal Pelissier, Duke of Malakoff, M. Forcade 
La Roquette recapitulated in eloquent language the colonial 
advantages already obtained. He showed that the colonists 
supported themselves by the co-operation of the natives. Trade 
might be extended freely from the borders of the Mediterranean 
to the limits of tho Desert. The uative population accepted 
French domination, founded on the respect of its rights and of 
its religion, and it profited by the sccurity for which it was 
indebted to the French Government, as a blessing which it had 
never before enjoyed. 

The French Government, convinced of the advantaze to be 
derived from planting the large tracts of mountain land so long 
waste, have encouraged the owners of these lands to undertake 
the work by grants of money. Their efforts have been emi- 
nently successful, as it appears by official returns that nearly 
30,000 acres were planted last year. ‘The oak, the larch, and 
the pine are the tvees which are found to succced best. Houses 
for drying the secd of forest trees and nurseries have been 
established by the Government to satisfy the demands of the 
planters. The Government bave now six drying-houses, and it 
is calculated that these establishments can supply aunually from 
15,000 to 20,000 kilogrammes of seed—a quantity sufficient to 
sow 5,000 acres, 473 nurseries were established in 1861, and 
359 were added to them in 1862, capable of producing 
40,000,000 plants. These nurserics are spread over the im- 
mense surface which it is proposed to plant. Many of them, 
situated near the large towns, are so admirably managed that 
they may compete with the most celebrated private establish- 
ments. Nothing, in fact, has been neglected to encourage the 
planting of the waste mountain lands,and annual conferences havo 
been organised for this purpose among all the agents appointed 
by the Government. 

On the 20th inst., the Emperor Napoleon completed his 
fifty-fifth year. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTerDaM, April 22, 

As soon as the Second Chamber of the States-General meet, 
after their Easter vacation the Colonial Minister will move the 
reading of the Bill he has laid on the table of the House for the 
appropriation of the surplus of the colonial revenue, and also the 
colonial budget for this year. 

A letter from Harderwyk states that a detachment of supple- 
mentary troops, consisting of 125 men under thefeommand of 
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Captain A. P. Weber, of the East India Artillery, who is return- 
ing to duty from leave of absence to this country, and uccom- 
panied by the lieutenants of the E. I. Infantry, M. Harbach and 
J.C. van der Bos, are under orders to march from the Colonial 
Recruiting Depot at Harderwyk on the 2nd of May to Nicuwe 
Deep, where they will embark on board the chartered transport 
Staatsraad van Evyck, Capt. F. de Winter, for Java. 

The Colonial Minister calls the attention of speculative capi- 
talists in this country to two advertisements published in the 
Java Courant of the 7th and 28th of January last, the first of 
which cminates froma the Resident of Kediric inviting tenders 
for taking on a lease of twenty years the whole or part of an 
ares of 400 bouws of waste lands situate in the district of 
Warsedjayeng in the Regency of Berbek (Residency of Kedirie). 
The second is published by the Governor of Celebes and its de- 
pendencies, inviting sitnilar tenders for twenty years’ leases for 
200 bouws of waste lands in the northern district aud known 
by name of Batoe Bassie; the bouw computed at five hundred 
square roods of Rhenish measure. 

Major W. A. van Rees, a pensioned officer of the Indian Army, 
and formerly Aide-de-camp of General Duke Bernhard, of Saxc- 
Weimar, has just published a very interesting account of his 
experiences in the East under the title of “ Recollections of the 
Career of an Indian Officer,” 2 vols. 8 vo. with plates (Visser 
and van Santen, the Hague and Leyden). The work, which 
gives a very good description of life in Netherlands India, has 
become already exceedingly popular. 

Accounts from the Island of St. Martin state that the slave- 
owners are indignant at the low amount of compensation offered 
them for the emancipation of their slaves. On the 10th of 
March the Governor published a proclamation calling on the 
slave-owners to state whether they would receive their indem- 
nity in cash or bills of exchange on the Home Government. At 
a special meeting of the parties interested the following resolu- 
tions v ‘ced to :— 
ing whether they will accept the alms tendered 
by the law in lieu of an equitable compensation for their slaves ir cash or 
bills, as they consider themselves entitled to a compensation commen- 
surate to the other colonies, and therefore reserve to themselves the right 
of future action,

for his information.

Corres.—Holders of parcels bought at the Company's last sale are 
remarkably firm, and demand a whole cent profit, which in some cases 
has becn eubmitted to by needy purchasers for the execution of unlimited 
orders, but, in general, buyers are reluctant to do business at the present 
high rates.

Tue Sutran’s Visit to Ecyrr.— The Times write No Sultan 
has visited Egypt sinca Sclim I. conquered the country in 1517, 
and some old-fashioned Moslems think it so wonderful that the 
epresentative of the Prophet should leave his capital that they 
believe the end of the world is coming, and have made their 
wills, forgetting how useless such a proceeding would be if their fure- 
‘bedings came true, It is much to the credit of Sultan Abdul 
Aziz that he should have conceived the idea of such a voyage. The late 
Sultan on one or two occasions did actually visit some of the islands of 
the Archipelago, but to set foat ina remote province, to confront its here- 
ditary ruler, and to assert his rights where for so many years another 
family has appeared to reign supreme, requires something more than the 
-energy which usually belongs to an Ottoman Sultan, Ever since the 
family of Mehemet Ali rose to greatness in Eyypt there has been a kind 
of rivalry between Cairo and Constantinople. The former has repre- 
sented the willing and eager acceptance of European civilisation, the 
other a slow and niggardly acquiescence ia it. All the Frankish im- 
provements which the ‘I'urks have been forced to adopt may be seen in 
more vigorous development cn the banks of the Nile. Such a man as 
the late Sultan would probably have shrunk from contact with an energy 
and a civilization superior to that which he was accustomed to at home} 
but his more active brother has thought it advantageous to inspect and 
inquire for himself, He has, with resolution unusual in his family, de- 
termined to rival the activity of the Egyptian family; and as the late 
Pasha of Egypt visited Europe last year, and received a welcome wherever 
he went, tle Sultan thinks he cannot support his high rank betier 
than by giving signs of a similar activity, and visiting first the most 
famous province of his dominions. His Highness has no cause 
to repent of his resolution. As a political measure, the visit to 
Egypt appeara to hase been quite successful, ‘The Sultan bas, according 
to all accounts, startled and overaved the Egyptians by his presence. A 
generation has grown up which knows no other family than that of 

iehemit Ali, and which has been disposed to think that there was nothing 
higher than they upon the earth. Pasha after Pasha has been installed. 
and the consent of Constantinople has been so necessarily given to the 
investiture that people almost ‘forgot there was a real ruler on the banks 
f the Bosphorous, and that Ibralim Pasha or Said Pasha only shone by 
@ borrowed light. If it had been the design of the Sultan to dissipate 
‘these ideas, he could not have done better than to present himsclf in the 
midst of the people. Though he kept himself quite within his strict 
rights, and came only a8 a guest of the Viceroy, studiously declaring that 
che would exercise no kind of power, yet the impression on the mind of 
the Egyptian commonity, both Frank and native, has been remarkable. 
‘The Europeans looked upon the Sultan as a mere nominal ruler, incapable, 
even if he were willing, of interfering in any way ; while the Egyptians 
‘themselves merely thought of him with the vaguo respect that men feel 
towards greatness with which they hare nothing to do, By landing in 
Egypt, and thus forcing the descendant of his father’s great rival to stand 
before him with folded ands and downeast look, the Sultan has Gained a 
reat moral victory, which will wonderfully maintain his importance in the 

®yes of Orientals.”

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HONG KONG CURRENCY. 

In our issue of 27th March last, we gave a general outline of 
the decided benefit to the community of Hong Kong likely to 
result from the proposed alteration in the currency of that colony. 
Since then we have received several communications on the 
subject, chiefly relating to the fact that the “mils” are to be 
pierced for the purpose of “stringing”’—a very great boon, 
and which only requires that the limit of tender be extended to 
$5, as recommended by Mr, J. J. Mackenzre, to make the mea- 

- sure woik with the utmost smoothness. We are sorry, however, to 
find that an impression seems further to prevail that we assumed 
the Imperial “cash” and the “ mil” to have been assimilated in 
intrinsic value. We cannot sce how such an interpretation can 
be assigned to what we then said, the more so that we specially 
designated the “ mil” as simply a token, circulating within the 
colony, and, asa necessary consequence, only recognisable beyond 
its limits by special agreement to that effcct. But we still 
think that for the purpose of facilitating its universal use in the 
colony, the Imperial cash actually circulating there should, if 
possible, be called in, and its further importation from the main- 
Jand forbidden under a penalty, so as to make the new currency 
the only legal tender for any ‘transaction. We may add, while 
on the subject, that the new currency will be ready for trans- 
mission in about four or five weeks at farthest—the cent and 10 
cent pieces having been struck at the Royal Mint, the mils at 
Birmingham, 

— 
OUR POSITION IN JAPAN. 

Despite the revolution in Poland, the election of a King for 
Greece, and the perplexities which spring out of the civil war 
in America, we question whether our Foreicy Minister has 
had for some time past any difficulty to contend with equal to 
that which springs out of our relations with Japan. The news 
received by the last mail that the British Legation at Yedo had 

“been blown up with gunpowder was so eminently consistent with 
the previous conduct of the Japanese that the intelligence excited 
little surprise in this country. By the same mail we were in- 
formed that Admiral Kuper had sailed for Japan, and we have 
since learnt by telegram that military hostilitics have com- 
menced. Thus, at the very time when Earl RusseLn 
is making large, and, let us hope, adequate demands on 
the Government for the murder of Mr. Riciarpsox, we 
have more than one additional proof of the hatred with 
which foreigners are regarded. Sir RuruerForD ALcocK, in 
depicting our position in Japan, declares that trade has been 
hampered, life menaced, and national rights violated, with im- 
punity. This is not all. Not only does every foreigner in 
Japan live there in imminent peril of his life, not only has it 

. been found impossible to gain more than a pecuniary coiunpen- 
sation for injuries received, but we have actually made large 
concessions to the Japanese Government at a grievous loss to 
ourselves ; and although in return for yielding some of the most 
important points in the treaty, we only required that its other 
conditions should be strictly carried out, even this reasonable 
demand has not been complied with, and Eastern cunning and 
duplicity have gained the day. 

This success is, of course, but temporary; we can afford 
to be patient—even magnanimous, but there are limits to for- 
bearance, and it seems to us we have but the choice of two 

















evils, namely, to leave Japan altogether, or to prepare for prompt 
and vigorous action. No doubt the value of our commerce with 
that country is ina great measure prospective. At present 
neither our export nor import trade is large enough to possess 
a national importance. But there are other than strictly oom- 
mercial reasons why England, having once obtained a treat 
with Japan, should enforce the articles of that treaty, anc 
should maintain her hold in the country. Within the last few 
yeurs Japan, sorely against her will, has been compelled to hold. 
intercourse on equal terms with other European nations. That, 
in the end, this intercourse will produce good fruit cannot be 
doubted, for only thus can this strange people be brought within 
the influence of Christian civilisation and Christian faith. We 
do not say that it is England’s duty, come what may, to remain 
in Japan simply because, from her hands, the seeds of moral 
and spiritual life may be scattered over the country. Neither 
our national character, nor the genius of our religion, allow us 
to attempt any kind of evangelisation by force. If we retain 
our position in Japan, our reasons for doing so must be based 
on other considerations. France has a mission, and in order to 
proclaim it she resorts oftentimes to annexation or bloodshed. 
England, too, has a mission, but it does not tempt her toa 
crusade. Our argument, then, for retaining what we have won 
in Japan is not founded on any lofty but Utopian scheme of 
proselytism, although we mny ardently hope that the 
“glad tidings of great joy” will yet be proclaimed to 
the Japanese by English tongues, and that the events 
now pending will lead to that glorious result. We are content, 
however, just now to urge the simple fact, that our political 
position in the Far East will not permit us to withdraw from 
the empire. Such an act could not fail (o prove detrimental to 
our interests in China, for it would be regarded asa sign of 
weakness, and power is the only national attribute which the 
Chinaman thoroughly understands and respects. Moreover, if 
we were to withdraw from Japan, other nations would imme- 
diately occupy the position which we had resigned. Russia has 
long been striving to gain a predominance in the Japanese seas, 
and hopes, as has been stated in a magazine published under 
Imperial patronage, by establishing her mercantile and military 
fleets in the Pacific to be in a condition to take part “in the 
“solution of those universal questions which now exclusively 
“concern England and France.” The passage is quoted in the 
present number of the Edinburgh Review, and the writer, after 
mentioning that theoccupation of Tsusima by the Russiaus was 
prevented by Admiral Hope, remarks that the mutual jealousies 
of the maritime States of Europe secure the territorial indepen- 
dence of Japan, Sir RuTHERFoRD ALcock even goes so far a8 
to say that there can be little doubt Japan would become a por- 
tion of the Russian empire at no distant date, if other Euro- 
pean Powers retired. We must remember, too, that if England 
were to withdraw France would inevitably step in and annex 
after her peculiar fashion, and thus we should find our policy in 
the Far Kast thwarted or obstructed by two great marilime 
powers, 

It follows, then, that we cannot withdraw from Japan. The 
great question therefore is—How can we maintain our position 
there with honour and safety? The writer in the Hdin- 
burgh Review, while srguing that it “would be for the 
“advantage of England to withdraw altogether from the 
“scene of so much bloodshed and intrigue,”—thinks that if 
this caunot be done it will be our true policy “ to support the 
“authority of the Tycoon, and to maintain his rights, in 
opposition to the alleged sovercignty of the Myxapo 
“and the armed resistance of the Daimios.” There never was 
a more outiageous proposition. Indeed, every lesson we have 
been learning from events in Japan during the last twelvemonths 
points to an opposite conclusion. We have been taught the 
weakness of the I'ycoon, and that weakness has been alleged 
ag an excuse whenever complaints have been made of the perils 
to which Europeans are subject. Moreover, the whole conduct 
of the Tycoos and of the Council of State has displayed a 
systematic insincerity. Duplicity from first to last has marked 
their intercourse with Europeans, and the one object they have in 
view is to return to their former state of isolation. But if, on 
the contrary, as we have recently been taught, the chief 
authority in the country is wielded by the Mrkapo, it 
is to him we must louk for the due ratification of 
our Treaty rights. And since the difficulties of our po- 
sition may be inzreased by the large concessious we have 
made, it is imperative that we should demand the equivalent, 
which Earl Russext has stated Her Masesty’s Government will 
expect and require, viz., the strict execution of every remaining 
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point in the Treaty. If, however, we cannot obtain the sa ion 
‘we require from the M1xabo, there would seem to be no alterna- 
tive but war, an ultimatum which we sincerely trust will not be 
thrust upon us. Yet it seems as if the Daimios were preparing 
for such a contingency, for we learn that they are making fre- 
quent purchases of steamers and ammunition. There would be 
no glory in such a contest, and it is clear, as we have before 
stated, that the interests of our trade alune are not sufficient 

__to justify it. Might it not be possible, if we are compelled to 

, act on the offensive, to adopt a middle course, and to occupy 
some point on the coast, so that if we lost our trade with Japan 
we might still maintain our position in the Japanese waters? 
We do not forget that SatsuMA remains unpunished, and that 
he owns Kagosima and the Loochow Islands. 





THE BUDGET. 

A Bopger speech by Mr. GuapstovE generally presents two very 
discrepant features, which he has not always been so happy as on 
the present occasion in blending into a harmonious whole. 
There is the solid foundation and first story of hard facts and 
figures, upon which is erected the airy superstructure of 
rhetoric, just relieved here and there by a dash of humour, but 
usually strongly leavened by a captious tinkering spirit of 
detail, which is more frequently irritating than beneficial. In 
the Budget, however, presented on the 16th inst., he has 
been singularly successful in pleasing every class—so much s0 
that the more solid of the two Conservative financiers, Sir 
Srarrorp Norrscore, took an early opportunity of saying that, 
so far as his party was concerned, there was no intention of 
gainsaying Mr, Guapstone’s estimates. It may be, too, that the 
saddening influence of the loss of Sir G. C. Lewis may have 
had its effect in tempering the exuberance of our CHANCELLOR'S 
diction. Had all been smooth sailing, what an exultation there 
would have been over a surplus that admitted of the reduction 
of the Income-tax to its normal limit, at the expense of the re- 
mission of barely one-third of one of the heaviest duties still 
permitted to disgrace the Statute Book! On the other hand, 
inspired by having lost the only rival near his throne in the 
lamented Chancellor of the Exchequer of 1855, Mr. Guapstove 
never before was so straightforward, or so free from that petty 
meddling spirit which the leading journal dignifies with the 
name of “experimental statesmanship.” It had hardly been a 
Guapstonran Budget, were there not o few of these small rills 
accruing from sources hitherto untapped, but on the present 
occasion these minor details, which afford such an ample scope 
for rhetoric, were all marked by justice and common-sense, and 
an unexpected candour in withdrawing obnoxious imposts of 
trifling amount, which his “ experimental statesmanship” of two 
years since had devised. 

It will, perhaps, tend to simplify the Budget to the general 
reader, if we first of all state iu a debtor und creditor form the 
chief items of Revenue and Expenditure, as they would have 
been, if the taxation remained unchanged, Adopting this plan 
we find as the

After the cheers had subsided that greeted this agreeable 
announcement, Mr. GLADstonE justified one or two items, one 
interesting cnouga to our readers, who may have asked them- 
selves how the China indemnity had mounted so high—more 
than double what it was last year. This he explained by the 
fact that an amount of £192,000 had been paid to China mer- 
chants on account of their claims, which, as there is no corre- 
sponding deduction from the receipts of the present year, must 
be passed to the debit of that account, and is accordingly taken 
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credit for on the revenue account, He then went on to point 
out how certain anomalies gradually sprang up, which it be- 
hoved a practical statesman to get rid of whenever he hada 
surplus,—some assuming the form of remissions of justly due 
taxation, others of downright unfair exemption, others,—not 
very numerous we dare say,—where remission was imperatively 
called for. Tobacco, as our readers will remember, has already 
been legislated for in this spirit, and the next on the list, 
chicory, was, by a vote of the House taken the same night to 
save the release next day of the stock in bond at the old rates, 
now put upon a par with coffee (26s. 6d. chicory, 278. coffee, if 
foreign grown, and 24s, 4d, if home grown), so that our friends 
in Ceylon and Java do not benefit this year by the surplus ; 
though we cannot go with Mr. GLapstone when he says that 
because coffee is taxed lighter than tea, he would therefore be 
endangering a considerable revenue by lowering the duties on 
it. Considering that the distress in Lancashire has told in 
notable degree upon the consumption of spirits (estimated to 
yield £10,000,000, instead of which the excise return showed 
only £9,394,000, though there never was s0 little illicit distil- 
ling), we think Mr, Guapstone might legislate that all cheaper 
and more wholesome beverages should be encouraged, to fill up 
the vacuum. However, we may hope in course of time that 
coffee will share in the general reduction. The CHANCELLor then 
trenched upon a delicate theme, considering how completely 
club life rules the House of Commons. These palaces are no 
longer to be exempted from the necessity of taking out a spirit 
license, Mr. GuapsToyE disdaining to answer the sophistry that, 
as the clubs belong to the members, such an impost is analogous 
in principle to taxing a private man for the liquors he consumes 
in his own house. This argument is defective in logic, but in- 
dependently even of that, it is one of those cases where even 
logic must give way to sentiment ; as, though he will probably 
not get £20,000 a-year more by such a tax, yet tho bure fact 
that no wretched demagogue can henceforth excite an ignorant 
mob with accusations of class legislation in favour of the rich 
in this direction, amply justifies Mr. GuapstoNe in removing 
an obnoxious and invidious distinction. In like manner all 
persons taking out a spirit license for the purpose of getting a 
beer license at a lower rate, and then dropping the former, will 
now be compelled to take out fresh beer licenses at the higher 
rate. Carrier’s carts are to please the omnibus interest, (who 
say these humble rivals carry passengers at more than four 
miles an hour), to pay one-half the duty of omnibuses. 
The 5 per cent. railway-tax on all passenger trains, except ex- 
cursion trains, is to be commuted to 3},, with no exceptiouns—a 
salutary change, which may tend to check the ever-growing 
dimensions of the excursion traffic, and so possibly diminish 
the hecatomb of victims annually massacred. Charitable lega- 
cies in Ireland are to be no longer exempt, aud charities and 
corporations are henceforth to pay Income-tax ; a wise rule, con- 
sidering that almost every such institution is endowed with 
testamentary funds only, %.¢., with money that a man cannot 
take with him into the other world, and which, therefore 
should pay Income-tax like any other source of income. 
These various items, it is estimated, will raise the 
revenue by £133,000 additional, so that the absolute surplus 
for the year 1863-184, may be assumed at £3,874,000. In 
aunouncing that he proposed in consequence, first of all, to 
reduce the Income-tax by 2d. in the pound, Mr, GLaDsToNE gave 
a brief but most interesting sketch of the history of the tax 
since its re-imposition in 1842, through all its fluctuations, till 
it has now reverted to its original standard of 7d. but with 
certain new features imparted to it so far as regards small 
incomes. Those from £200 downwards to £100, are to be 
entitled to deduct £60 for maintenance, and pay duty only on 
the remainder, so that a man with £100 per annum pays only 
on £40, with £140 on £80, with £200 on £140. We believe 
the relief would be just as well as great, were it extended to 
incomes as high as £400, but it is satisfactory that at last the 
principle involved has been to a limited extent recognised. 

Mr. Guapsronz then jocosely remarked that he was prepared 
to offer up on the altar of the commerce of his country certain 
offspring of his own, viz.: the penny stamp on all warrants for 
delivery, aud of 1s. 6d, on all Lills of lading outwards, Some- 
thing more is sacrificed here than his self-love, for he men- 
tioned that they had realised £191,000 per annum, but on the 
whole, considering what a constant source of worry and annoy- 
ance they have proved, it was as well to let them go. 

Having thus, as he phrased it, got the pick-axe into the 
fabric of surplus, it did not take long to bring the whole to the 
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ground. It was pretty well-known that the question lay between 
the lowering of the duty on tea or on sugar, and considerable 
curiosity was manifested to know which interest was to reap 
the benefit, not a few persons believing he would coquet with 
both, and seck to conciliate the sugar-growers as well as the 
China trade, by partially lowering the duties on each. In our 
iasue of the 10th ult., we took occasion to express our views as 
to tho advisability of confining the reduction to one only, if it 
were found impossible to do full justice to both, and we ex- 
pressed a hope tat tea might prove to be the recipient of the 
contemplated boon. We are glad to inform our readers that 
such is the case. The tea duty is reduced at once to 1s., but 
in so doing Mr. Guapstone took occasion emphatically to warn 
his hearers that tho remission was only for one year, so that 
parties importing largely have fair warning to complete their 
consignments on or before 31st July, 1864, and further, he 
begged it to be distinctly understood that this reduction to 1s. 
duty must, so far as Government could sce, be regarded 
as a final measure. This important measure implies a 
loss to the revenue of £1,359,000, but the CHancet- 
Lok secms to share in a measure our own sanguine 
anticipations as to the probable wiping out of eveu this large 
deficiency in a few years, by the great stimulus imparted by so 
large a reduction, even with the Damocles’ sword of a re-impo- 
sition at Ist August, 1864, impending over the trade. As to 
the gain to the public, the Caancettor of the Excnrquer is 
of course entitled to make merry over the quaint device of Mr. 
Gnreasoy, M.P. for Lancaster, for making apparent to all the effect 
of the reduction in the shape of two packages, each representing 
one pennyworth of tea, one at a duty of 1s. 5d., the other at 
1s, But the comparison was useful, for as the difference in size 
would at least equal another large cup of tea on a pennyworth’s 
consumption, it is probable that the extra quantity drunk would 
imply a corresponding increase in the consumption of sugar. 
People will not of course drink more tea for the mere purpose 
of “swilling in” the reckless quantities which so disgusted Mr, 
Tony Veuter ; but among the classes who chiefly consume tea, 
and with whom economy is an object, there is little doubt that 
avery considerable increase of quantity, rather than improve- 
ment of quality, will be the result, to tho corresponding benefit 
of the sugar duties, which Mr. Giapstove hopes to reduce and 
equalise at some remote period on this side the Greek Kalends. 

After allowing for all these deductions, amouuting to 
£3,343,000, there still remains a surplus of £531,000, which Mr. 
Gansroye proposes to retain in the handsof Government, so that, 
as the net revenue—deducting, that is, the item of Miscellaneous, 
which indeed ought to stand Miscellaneous Receipts—has for 
four years past increased pretty steadily £805,000 per annum, 
he ought to have next year an available surplus of at least 
£1,350,000, not reckoning any improvement that may accrue 
from the cessation fof hostilities in America, a good crop to re- 
place three years’ bad harvests in Ireland (where the destitution 
is something terrible, and another exodus has begun), and the 
certainty of a constantly increasing trade with France. 
Such are tho wonderfully clastic resources of England, which, 
notwithstanding the overthrow of her chief manufacture, and 
an expenditure of £8,000,000 on tho Chinese war, can still go 
on reducing taxation, and increasing net revenue. We con- 
gratulate our constituents on the honourable recognition China 
has obtained in this Budget, widcly dilereut from the Budgets 
of other days, 


SHANGHAI GAS WORKs. 

WE noticed in our lnst the gasworks for Hong Kong and 
Singapore. We have now to announco that a private 
company has been formed for the purpose of establish- 
ing gas works at Shanghai. The capital is £40,000, and 
the proprietary is composed of gentlemen who are residen 
both in London and Shanghai. Specifications have been issued, 
and tenders demanded for the construction of the works, which 
are to be of first-class character, both as to material and con- 
struction, Some idea of the intended extent of the works 
may be formed from the fact that the meter is to be made 
capable of passing 10,000 cubic fect per hour ; that the requi- 
site amount of gas will be supplied by twenty-five clay retorts 
and ten iron retorts ; that the gasholder will be sixty feet ex- 
ternal diameter, and twenty feet nine inches in height, so ar- 
ranged as to afford a lift of twenty feet, whilst the length of the 
cast iron pipes, exclusive of sockets, will be 17,065 yards, One 
of Beale’s exhausters is to be provided for the meter; also 
@ four-horse pressure engine, with strap and pully for driving 
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the exhaustor, and supplying water to the works. The roof 
over the retort-house will be fifty-one feet span from the centre 
of the columns, and sixty feet in lengthh, the principals 
and rafters being of T-iron, and the covering of corra- 
gated galvanized iron plates. The specification sti- 
pulates for 450 lamp posts and lanterns, the former have 
ing a height of nine feet six inches from the base to the 
lantern frame, the whole of strong wrought iron, As soon 
as the respective tenders are scut in for the supply of material, 
no time will be lost by the members of the proprictary in 
London in securing its shipment. The designs, as prepared, 
show great geometrical beauty, aud appear to involve the latest 
improved adaptations. Extraordinary care has been taken to 
ensure excellence of material and the best welding; and the 
iron employed before leaving the foundry or the rolling mill is 
to be protected from the action of the atmosphere by a coat= 
ing of oil. The present enterprise is in the hands of gentlemen 
connected with, or well acquainted with, the wants of the Euro- 
pean residents in Shanghai. 





THE COURIER ROUTE FROM SIBERIA TO PEKING 
—lIutelligence has been received from Mr. Grant, of the 
organisation of this Service, and messages were despatched om 
the 25th inst., which are expected to reach Peking in 20 daya.

Hiterature. — 


We are glad to sce that Mr. Summers’ “ Tandbook of 
the Chinese Language” is now published. It is the first 
manual for students of this difficult language published in 
this country. Everybody who visits China ought to know 
something of the language spoken there. The objection which 
has always been raised is the difficulty of acquiring it without 
laborious study, which few have the Leart to give to it after s 
day’s tuil in a climate like that of China, But, as Sir William 
Hamilton observes, “the most difficult matter becomes easy 
when properly explained,” and Mr. Summers, with his experience 
in teaching at King's College, has had opportunity enough to 
digest what he acquired in China, and to state his informa- 
tion plainly, There will, indeed, always be knotty points 
about such a subtle language as Chinese. But it appears that 
most of the difficulties have been touched upon in this book, 
and we have no hesitation in recommending it to those 
who cannot avail themselves of the professor's living 
voice. We hope to give a more critical notice of this 
work in due course. We are glad, also, to announce that 
Professor Summers is about to edit a monthly magazine, 
entitied “The Chinese and Japaneso Repository.” It is 
intended to supply the place of the “Chinese Repository” 
which, after av existence of twenty years, was brought to a close 
about cleven years ago. The prospectus of this new under- 
taking does all honour to that most valuable work, but points 
out at the same time that its range, necessarily narrow then, 
will be widely extended. The magazine will be published in 
London at the coramencement of each month in time for the 
mail to China vid Southampton, and we need scarcely say that 
the success of the undertaking will greatly depend upon the 
support which may be given it by the merchants of China.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 
OAKELEY V. KNIGHT. 

This case, which it will be remembered refers to an agreement between 
plaintiff and defendant, by which the defendant, Captain Knight, agreed 
to pay plaintiff £200 for five years, for travelling and other expenses of 
his son, who was to go as companion to plaintiff on a journey through India, 
China, South America, &c. The two set out, on March 4th, 1956; but 
it appears that plaintiff left India January, 1858, on return to England, 
leaving defendant’s son at Ceylon. The plaintiff intended his absence 
should be of short duration, and accordingly continued to furnish certain 
means to defendant’s son, and to give directions as to the course of travel 
he should take, so far as to direct him to go to Hong Kong, there to meet 
plaintiff on his return. Finally a letter arrived at Hong Kong from 
plaintiff who was in England putting an end to the joint expedition, and 
certain letters of credit in favour of defendant's son, were thereupon can~ 
celled. The question was, when did the agreement terminate in effect and 
was there no set-off of the claim of £198 made by plaintiff for the nine 
months during which he was absent from defendant's son, up to the time 
when the agreement was declared by his letter to be termioated. For 
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fhe defendant it was contended that, inasmuch as the travel of five years 
was determined before the expiration of that time, the defendant was not 
iable to pay after the actual period when it had been put an end to. He 
had only agreed to pay during the term of the joint travel; and had been 
ppat to great expense in bringing his son to England. 

‘Their Lordsbipe took time to consider judgment, 
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TRE CHINESE NAVY. 

‘The iron-screw steam gun vessel Tien Sien, Com. Nicholas, which 
Jeft Plymouth for China, calling at Falmouth, returned in the afternoon 
to her former moorings in Barnpool. 

The Keangsoo, at Southampton, is progressing rapidly, and although 
the contractors are after time, every effort is being made by the engineers 
to make up for their past delay. She ought to have been delivered on 
the Slst March, but her engines cannot possibly be ready before the 
80th April. 

Commander Charles Stuart Forbes, Royal Navy, bas taken up his 
commission as 8 captain in the force, with the sanction of the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty. 

‘The Thule, screw schooner, was spoken off Cape Ortegal by the Hot- 
spur, Captain’Toynbes, ‘The Thule was making fair progress against the 
southerly gales which appear to have prevailed in the Atlantic throughout 
the past winter. 

By letters received from the gunboat Amoy, dated Madeira, 23rd 
March, we learn that she reached that port after a severe and stormy 
passage of seventeen days from Falmouth. She sprung her foremast off 
Lisbon, but fished it at sea so efficiently, that Commander Salwey was 
enabled to prosecute his voyaze to the Cape and Singapore. The acci- 
dent arose from one of her weather rigging dead-eyes carrying away ; in 
other respects the Amoy made excellent weather in a very heavy sea, and 
her officers and men speak in the highest terms of their little vessel. The 
Amoy left Madeira on the 24th March for the Cape, all well. 

‘The following officers have been appointed to the Kwang-tung, paddle 
despatch-vessel :—Commander Allen Young, R.N.R.; Senior Lieutenant 
Charles Burlton, R.N.; Lieutenant Charles Guy; jeurenant 
iam Penny, ason of the distinguished Arctic explorer ; Assistant- 
Surgeon Frederick Woodman, M.D.; Engineer (in charge), Thomas 
Newberry, Indian Navy; Engineers, W. H. Cookeand J. A. Cartlidge; 
and Carpenter, Mr. W. Fookes. The Kwang-tung is an improved Ne- 
mesis, The Kwang-tung mounts a heavy 68-pourder and a 32 pounder 
Whitworth on pivots, as well as a due proportion of 32-pounder broadside 
guns, and her crew consists of 75 seamen and marines. ‘The centre sec- 
tion of this vessel, as well as in the Tien-tsin, likewise built by Messrs. 
Laird, is plated with iron to the thickness of two inches, so as to be proof 
against spherical shell. ‘The Kwang-tung has a ram bow, and is fortified 
below water for running down piratical junks, She will average ter 
knots speed, and is brig rigged. 

The Curacoa screw frigate has been commissioned at Portsmouth to 
carry the pennant of Captain Sir W. Wiseman, as Commodore of the 
second class on the Australian station. 

Capt. J. C. Caffin, C.B., has been appointed a. Naval Aide-de-Camp 
to the Queen, vice Capt. Seymour, promoted to be a Rear-Admiral ; Capt. 
Sir W. Hoste has been appointed a Naval Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, 
vice Capt. Wellesley, C.B., promoted to be a Rear-Admiral; Capt. 
T. P. Thompson has been selected to receive the good service pension 
vacant by the promotion of Capt. Hutton to be a Rear-Admiral ; Capt. 
R. Harrisis to receive the good service pension placed at the disposal of 
the First Lord of the Admiralty by the promotion of Capt. W. H. Hall, 
C.B., to be a Rear-Admiral. 

Rear-Admiral R. Smart, K.H., has been appointed Commander-in- 
Chief in the Mediterranean, vice Vice-Admiral Sir W. F, Martin, K.C.B., 
whose period of service has expired. 

The Leander, 2,760 tons, 400-horse power, lately attached to the Ist 
division of the Chatham steam reserve, has been commissioned at the Nore 
by Capt. Thoinas Harvey (January 81, 1848), late of the Colossus, 80, 
400-horse power, for service on the Pacific station. The Leander was 
formerly one of the fastest 50-gun sailing frigates in the service, and about 
three years since was cut asunder, lengthened thirty feet amidships, and 
converted into a screw steamer. She is now one of the smartest frigates of 
her class in the British navy. The armament of the Leander has been 
reduced to thirty-five guns, like that of the Euryalus, flagship of Rear- 
Admiral A. L. Kuper, C.B., Commander-in-Chief in the East Indies. 
The Leander has been fitted with adiitional cabins to accommodate a Com- 
modore and his Staff. She will probably relieve the Topaze, 39, 600- 
horse power, bearing the flag of Commodore the Hon, J. W. S. Spencer, 
senior officer on the southern division of the Pacific station. 

‘About 6,000 shot and shell, intended to serve the 110-pounder Arm- 
strong guns, at Bombay, were embarked in barges from Woolwich 
‘Arsenal for shipment on board the iron steamship Sarah Sands, now 
loading in the London Docks. The misciles are all packed separately in 
canvas bags, in order to preserve the lead coating from damage during 
the course of transport. 

‘The surviving officers and crew of Her Majesty's ship Orpheus arrived 
on board Her Majesty's ship Victory, at Portsmouth, by the Peninsular 
and Oriental Mail Company's mail steamship Ellora, having come by the 
overland route. A subscription is being raised for the relief of the 
families of the lost. 

The Adjutant-General, Sir J. Yorke Scarlett, has issued a circular 
memorandum, dated the Horse Guards, April 1, in which his Royal 
Highness the Field-Marshal Commanding in jief directs :— 

“That all regiments of the Infantry of the Line at home and in the 
colonies (with the exception of those in New Zealand, Australia, China, 
and Ceylon, and the battalions under orders for India) shall be divided as 
follows, viz. :—10 service companies, 3 field officers, 10 captains, 11 lieu-

‘The regiments in the West Indies and Bermuda, viz.:—The Ist 
battalions of the 14th and Qlst, and 39th Regiment, have an additional 
assistantsurgeon. Highland regiments have a pipe major and 5 pipers, in 
addition to their establishment, The regiments in New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, China, and Ceylon, viz. :—Ist battalion 12th Foot, Qnd battalions 
14th and 18th Foot, 31st, 40th, 50th, 67th, 70th, and 99th Regiments, are 
to be thus distributed : 10 service companies, 3 field officers, 10 captains, 
11 lieutenants, 9 ensigns, staff 6, 48 sergeants (exclusive of schoolmaster), 
21 drammers and bugiers, 40 corporals, and 750 privates; 2 depot com-

Tue Sitkwoum ix Faance.—M. Guérin-Méneville, at a late sitting 0 ¢ 
the Société d'Acclimatation, gave an account of the results obtained in 
various parts of France from the endeavours to overcome the baneful 
effects of the disease o! the silkworm, It appears from this account that 
all the attempts to find a specific against this disease have signally failed 5 
but that most practical men are now of opinion that the disorder is owin 
to the blight which has attacked the mulberry tree in various districts, ft 
is now certain that breeds brought from places where the disease of the 
silkworm docs not exist yield a good crop she first year in the infected dis 
tricts, but cannot be propagated, their eggs being tainted like those of the 
diseased worms, Hence breeders are obliged every year to 

from foreign countries, when they can find healthy ones, 
daily more difficult. Nevertheless, from the experiment made with great 
care, it would seem that eggs obtained from diseased silkworms will produce 
a breed exempt from the disease in a country where the latter has not yet 
broken out. The accliniatisation of the silkworm, which feeds on the 
Ailanthus, or Japan varnish tree, is progressing favourably both in France 
and in other parts of Europe. The Palma Christi silkworm has succeeded. 
admirably at La Plate. ‘That which feeds on the ouk has failed in Prance 
for the present, but it is likely to suceeed this year in Holland, eggs having 
been brought over from Japan by M. Pompe Van Meert der Woort. TI 
silkworm is called “ Ya-ma.mi" by the Japanese. The silk it yields is 
made into very strong stuff, which never changes its colour, but which, on 
the other hand, takes no dye. ‘This silk, as many of our readers are 
aware, is a monopoly of the Japanese Government, and is not allowed to 
be an article of trade.

Crrx, Saturpay, APRIL 25, 
THE BUDGET. 

This event came off on the 16th inst., and has given quite an 
average satisfaction. The full expectations of those in the 
China trade have been realised by reducing the duty on tea 
from 1s, 5d. to 1s., as it was generally expected that sugar 
would have some reduction, and tea only 3d. per Ib. Full de- 
tails of the Budget will be found in another column, 


At the meeting of the shareholders of the Oriental Bank 
Corporation a dividend of 5 per cent., and a bonus of 3 
per cent., were declared, making a total distribution of 15 
per cent. for the year 1862, The chairman, Mr. H. G. Gordon, 
mentioned that the deposits show a considcrable increase. The 
insurance fund has suffered some diminution, cwing to un- 
avoidable causes. . The business generally is increasing, although 
there are now upwards of twenty competitors, He added that 
the bank had sustained no loss by the opium frauds. 


At the meeting of the Agra Bank, on the 11th inst, the re- 
port, which will be found amongst our advertisements, was 
unanimously adopted. The Hong Kong opium loss was, of 
course, the chief topic, and a more vexatious swindle could not
